An interesting mineral, new lo
New Mexico, has recently been
discovered by members of the
School of Mines. The scientific
name is Bloedite. It is a hydrous
double sulphate of magnesium
and sodium, It is probably very
valuahle as a source of commercial
|soda. It occurs in a thick bed
covering an area of over 3 square
miles. The mineral is the beau-
tiful crystalline variety. Siogle
crystals, like cut glass, occur 3
inches long and an ioch in
diameter.

The class in Mine Surveying,
under the direction of Professor
Smith, spent the week at the ex-
tensive coal mines east of Carth-
age. These mines present a
large number of interesting
problems not usually met with in
the metal mines,
Socorro in wagons taking tents
and camping outfit, besides the
various instruments necessary.
